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A  Face  That  Spans  The

When  we  speak  of  the  Third  World,  we 
speak  of  a  large  number  of  people,  social 
situations  and  political  struggles.  There- 
fore, we  cannot  discuss  a  total  political 
ideology,  but  we  can  focus  on  the  basis 
for  a  Third  World  unity  that  transcends 
neighborhood  and  national  boundaries. 
The  concept  of  the  Third  World  has  a 
face  that  spans  the  globe  and  a  history 
both  colorful  and  tragic.  As  Richard 
Wright  remarks,  it  stems  from  a  "con- 
sciousness which  is  neither  Eastern  nor 
Western  but  seeing  and  experiencing 
events  from  a  third  point  of  view." 

It  was  from  this  third  point  of  view 
that  the  first  conference  of  Asian  and 
African  nations  was  held  in  Bandung, 
Indonesia  in  April  of  1955.  Sponsored 
by  Burma,  Ceylon,  India,  Indonesia  and 
Pakistan,  the  conference  was  attended 
by  delegates  from  24  non-western  coun- 
tries, including  the  People's  Republic  of 
China,  Egypt,  Saudi  Arabia,  North  Viet- 
nam, South  Vietnam,  Liberia,  Libya  and 
the  Philippines^  Although  the  conference 
did  not  include  Latin  American  countries 
that  were  still  organizing  against  neo- 
colonialism, the  countries  gathered  at 
Bandung  comprised  more  than  half  the 
people  of  the  earth.  They  shared  common 
issues  that  cut  across  ideological  lines: 
the  issues  of  their  former  colonialism 
and  present  self-determination,  racism, 
economic  exploitation,  and  nationalism. 
Out  of  that  historic  meeting  came  the 
realization  that  survival,  self-determina- 
tion and  political  freedom  were  collec- 
tive issues,  whose  outcome  depended 
on  the  internal  solidarity  of  people  of 
color  within  a  national  and  international 
context.  Whatever  national,  differences 


existed  at  Bandung,  it  was  clear  then  as 
it  is  now  that  our  commonality  as  Third 
World  peoples  must  take  concrete  forms 
of  organization. 

The  efforts  of  the  people  involved  in 
the  Third  World  Department  at  KPFA 
have  been  based  on  these  understandings. 
The  need  for  a  communications  network 
which  relates  to  the  issues  of  o\ir  com- 
munities is  a  tremendous  one.  KPFA  has 
met  some  of  this  need,  but  much  work 
remains.  People  of  color  are  a  majority 
in  both  San  Francisco  and  Oakland.  Thus 
Third  World  programming  is  essential, 
but  what  is  more  important  is  a  com- 
munications system  that  deals  with  the 
issues  of  Third  World  people  on  a  full- 
time  basis.  Toward  this  goal  we  support 
the  efforts  of  our  fellow  workers  at 
KPOO  in  San  Francisco. 

As  Third  World  people  involved  in 
communications,  the  power  of  the  media 
has  been  impressed  upon  us,  both  in 
terms  of  its  influence  and  by  its  des- 
tructive, systematic  ability  to  camo- 
flage  the  truth  of  which  we.  Third  World 
people  or  not,  have  been  the  victims. 
As  a  result,  some  of  the  people  of  the 
Third  World  Department  committed 
themselves  to  establish  a  news  informa- 
tion center  directly  related  to  the  needs 
of  our  communities.  The  Third  World 
News  Bureau,  located  in  the  heart  of  the 
East  Oakland  community  at  3210  E.14th 
St.,  is  a  way  to  air  news  of,  by,  and  about 
Third  World  people.  This  committment 
can  only  be  realized  by  our  constant  ef- 
forts, hand-in-hand  with  the  support  of 
the  communities  we  represent.  In  draw- 
ing upon  all  of  our  creative,  economic 
and  political  resources  we  can  energize  a 


concept  which  has  become  merely 
rhetorical  for  many  people. 

In  his  book,  The  Pillage  of  the  Third 
World,  Pierre  J  a  lee  states,  "The  so-called 
Third  World  is  no  more  than  the  back- 
yard of  imperialism,  which  does  hot 
mean  that  it  does  not  belong  to  the  sys- 
tem, (the  capitalist  or  socialist  systems) 
—quite  the  contrary.  The  expression 
Third  World/  does  however,  tend  to  con- 
ceal this  reality  and  it  serves  objectively 
to  cause  confustion."  This  statement, 
part  of  an  article  written  in  1965,  pre- 
dates the  liberation  of  many  Third  World 
countries  from  their  colonial  occupiers. 
However,  it  is  important  because  the 
Third  World  hay  its  roots  and  definitions 
in  many  areas,  none  of  which  are  totally 
accurate  or  universally  accepted.  Al- 
though it  is  a  growing  concept,  the  vic- 
tories in  Southern  Africa,  Vietnam  and 
Cuba  have  provided  many  tools  for  its 
development. 

Within  the  space  of  this  article,  all 
facets  of  the  Third  World  cannot  be  fully 
examined.  But  one  phenomena  is  clear: 
the  emergence  of  a  working  Third  World 
consciousness  between  peoples  and 
among  nations.  It  is  rooted  in  the  varied 
history  of  our  ancestors,  in  the  future  of 
our  children,  and  in  the  way  we  live  to- 
day. Hopefully,  this  consciousness  can 
grow  into  the  most  creative  expression 
of  ourselves. 

If  there  is  a  third  choice,  it  cannot  rest 
on  parochialism  and  narrow  cultural 
nationalism.  It  must  be  based  on  our 
complimentary  cultures,  along  with  under- 
standing and  a  mutual  committment  to 
developing  something  more  than  a  phrase.

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Report 

to  the  Listener 


The  1976  KPFA  Marathon  ended  shortly  after  8  pm  on  the  last  day  in 
March,  with  $101,245  in  pledges  as  our  final  total.  To  those  of  us  at  the  station 
(and  those  of  you  listening)  who  patiently  waited  through  entire  days  when  our 
money  total  seemed  to  move  very  little,  if  at  all,  the  astonishing  finale  came  as  a 
shock  and  a  surprise.  Over  $20,000  was  pledged  during  the  final  three  days-with 
more  than  $7,500  coming  during  the  final  two  hours. 

The  fact  that  at  some  times  during  some  days  KPFA  seems  to  be  able  to 
take  in  pledges  as  fast  as  we  can  answer  the  telephone— while  at  other  times  we 
can  go  for  hours  with  almost  no  response— deserves  further  analysis.  We're  trying 
to  do  that  analysis  now,  using  the  figures  generated  during  the  1976  Marathon. 

There  are  a  number  of  obvious  factors  involved,  the  most  important  of  which 
is  programming.  It's  no  accident  that  the  times  immediately  before  and  after  our 
evening  newscasts  bring  the  most  response  from  listeners.  KPFA  puts  more  effort 
(and  spends  more  money)  on  that  45  minute  broadcast  than  we  do  on  anything 
else,  and  obviously  listeners  havecome  to  value  our  effort. 

It  was  the  feeling  last  year  that  programming,  rather  than  pleading,  should 
be  the  key  to  a  successful  Marathon,  and  we  followed  that  idea  through  this  year. 
Our  problems  with  doing  31  thematic  days  of  programming,  however,  is  that  we 
don't  really  have  anything  like  the  human  or  technical  resources  necessary  to  ful- 
fill that  kind  of  plan.  Many  of  our  programming  and  technical  staff  (as  well  as 
the  behind-the-scenes  business  workers)  drove  themselves  into  states  of  exhaus- 
tion to  complete  the  Marathon  on  time. 

Although  this  was  the  fourth  Marathon  with  which  I've  been  involved  as  a 
worker  at  KPFA,  the  phenomenon  of  the  closing  rush  still  amazed  me,  and 
makes  me  wonder  what  we  could  do  to  reach  listeners  before  the  final  days  so  as 
to  avoid  the  tension  that  almost  not  making  our  goal  brings  on. 

We're  also  concerned  about  a  less  positive  phenomenon  in  the  Marathon; 
the  fact  that  over  a  five  year  period,  only  about  two  thirds  of  pledges  phoned  in 
are  redeemed  by  payments.  Thus,  KPFA  can  only  count  on  receiving  $67,844 
from  this  Marathon  over  the  next  year,  rather  than  the  $101,245  pledged.  Hope- 
fully, more  effective  billing  methods  (and  more  vital  programming)  will  raise  this

Blue  Collar  Capitalist 

Dear  KPFA, 

I  am  a  listener/subscriber  to  KPFA.  I 
am  also  a  capitalist,  not  a  white  collar 
board  room  capitalist  but  a  blue  collar  one 
man  trucker  capitalist.  I  am  writing  to 
speak  out  against  what  I  feel  is  a  leftist 
bias  on  our  radio  station.  In  listening  to 
the  station  and  reading  the  Feb./March 
Folios  (Prose  &  Cons)  one  gets  the  im- 
pression that  essential  debate  should  re- 
volve around  the  issue  of  revisionist  as 
opposed  to  non-revisionist  communism. 
Hell  people,  I  think  the  debate  ought  to  be 
broader  than  that.  I'm  always  trying  to 
find  new  listeners  for  KPFA  but  a  frequent 
response  I  get  is  "Oh  that  communist  sta- 
tion. It's  such  a  bore."  Well  that  makes  me 
annoyed  and  sad.  Annoyed  with  friends 
who  won't  listen  past  the  rhetoric  to  hear 
the  great  music,  plays,  public  affairs  etc., 
and  sad  that  you  create  listener  losing 
noise.  Are  you  a  communist  station? 
One  basic  issue  facing  most  of  the 
world  today  is  how  are  people  to  organize 
themselves  for  the  production  and  distri- 
bution of  goods  and  services.  This  is  an- 
issue  I  would  like  to  see  debated  on  KPFA. 
Two  possible  systems  of  organization  are 
capitalism  and  communism;  there  are 
many  other  approaches  to  this  problem,  I 
would  like  to  hear  of  them.  Perhaps  this 
sort  of  debate  is  unattractive  to  KPFA 
staff  but  I  think  it  is  very  relevant  to  most 
of  the  potential  listeners  in  the  Bay  Area. 
After  all,  most  of  us  exist  within  a  non- 
communist  society  and  find  it  not  entirely 
lacking. 

It  is  part  of  the  current  American 
fashion  to  denigrate  a  free  enterprise 
economy  and  most  of  the  criticism  is  justi- 
fied and  needed.  However,  before  we 
wholesale  reject  a  system  that  evolved  over 
hundreds  of  years  we  had  best  salvage  from 
it  that  which  is  promising  and  helpful.  Too 
often  we  have  squandered  our  past  and 
found  ourselves  the  poorer  afterwards.  I 
think  capitalism  is  our  economic  heritage, 
it  took  us  from  want  to  relative  plenty, 
and  still  has  much  to  teach  us. 

We  also  might  examine  the  connections 
between  capitalism  and  western  parliamen- 
tary democracy.  I  feel  that  our  system  of 
government  is  the  best  yet  fashioned,  it 
allows  the  fullest  self  expression  to  the  in- 
dividual while  offering  the  least  restraints. 
Now  I  place  a  premium  on  individual  ex- 
pression and  perhaps  that  philosophical 
type  is  passing,  certainly  collectivism  is 
gaining  a  lot  of  attention.  But  we  need  to 
be  aware  of  what  we'll  be  giving  up,  there 
ain't  much  boogie  behind  them  iron  cur- 
tains. Yes  I  do  associate  communism  with 
repressive  governments  and  a  decline  in 
personal  freedoms.  This  is  a  fear  shared  by 
many  fellow  workers.  As  we  go  about 
changing  our  social/economic/political/ 
cultural  selves  let's  try  to  be  as  clear  about 
what  we  are  entering  as  possible.  I  see 
KPFA  as  essential  in  this  sort  of  debate 
and  deplore  time  wasted  on  leftist 
squabbles.

Law  Enforcement 

An  Open  Letter: 

This  morning,  in  the  early  AM,  of 
March  25,  Miss  Joanna  wanted  to  know 
why  people  who  supported  KPFA  were 
turned  on  and  tuned  in,  so  she  could  re- 
late this  feeling  to  others  who  listen  but 
do  not  support  KPFA.  There  are  two  rea- 


sons that  I  can  give  you:  It  is  a  challenge 
and  a  support  to  the  people  of  the  com- 
munity it  serves. 

"People  Supported"  radio  program- 
ming, such  as  KPFA  puts  forth,  is  the  very 
life  blood  of  the  community  it  serves,  a 
community  not  of  robots  and  ants  but  of 
people.  At  this  time,  not  only  our  liberty 
but  our  very  survival  is  being  gambled  and 
attacked  by  a  breed  of  human  being  that 
staggers  the  imagination,  since,  if  we  lose 
our  liberty  and  life,  so  do  they. 

KPFA  gives  each  person  a  chance  to 
fight  back  on  a  one  to  one  basis  by  being 
made  aware  in  a  realistic  way  of  the  forces 
that  are  capable  of  destroying  us.  We  de- 
liberately do  not  have  television  as  we  can 
no  longer  stomach  the  totally  bewildering 
barrage  of  junk  that  this  media  pours  into 
our  home.  We  have  to  tear  down  the  ar- 
mour of  self  containment  and  relate  in  a 
constructive  way  to  our  neighbors,  and 
KPFA  helps  us  do  this  by  being  well 
informed. 

KPFA  also  gives  me  a  chance  to  ex- 
press my  feelings  about  something  I  feel 
is  too  one  sided.  Law  Enforcement  is  an  ' 
"area  of  concern"  that  is  being  examined 
with  myopic  vision.  If  laws  or  personnel 
need  screening  or  changing  it  should  not 
be  done  with  "Cyclops"  vision.  I  have 
been  a  working  member  of  Law  enforce- 
ment, as  a  Shorthand  Reporter  and  Court 
Reporter,  for  many  years.  The  courtesy 
and  respect  we  offer  to  those  suspected  or 
charged  with  crimes,  as  well  as  satellite 
people  who  work  within  and  around  the 
organization,  is  much  better  than  that 
shown  to  the  consumer  in  private  industry. 
I  have  earned  the  respect  and  courteous 
treatment  of  prison  inmates  and  they  have 
earned  mine  as  a  result  of  our  attitudes  to- 
wards each  other.

REPORT  TO  THE  LISTENER 
CONTINUED 

We  added  nearly  3,000  new  subscribers  to  our  ranks  during  the  Marathon, 
including  286  new  members  of  the  Bill-of-the-Month  Club,  bringing  that  total  to 
over  1 ,000  for  the  first  time  in  our  history. 

Because  of  the  Marathon's  successful  conclusion,  there  is  a  feeling  that 
KPFA's  short-term  future  is  financially  secure.  This,  unfortunately,  is  not  the 
case.  We  are  still  paying  the  costs  of  three  years  of  major  debt  (1971-1974) 
which  nearly  put  the  station  out  of  business.  Although  we  have  now  reached  a 
point  where  our  annual  expenditures  are  almost  in  balance  with  our  income,  we 
still  have  to  find  the  money  to  pay  off  past  obligations.  A  great  deal  of  staff  ef- 
fort is  now  going  into  working  on  this  problem— which  involves  raising  about 
$50,000  in  the  next  six  months. 

People  receiving  this  Folio  can,  of  course,  help  by  paying  their  bills  from 
the  Marathon  right  away  (in  fact,  if  you  subscribed  during  the  Marathon  and 
haven't  paid  yet,  this  is  the  last  Folio  you  will  get!!).  We  also  must  remind 
people  that  if  you  asked  for  a  premium  (magazine  or  newspaper  subscription  or 
record)  when  pledging  a  subscription,  we  must  have  at  least  $15  of  your  pledge 
by  May  1 5  if  you're  to  get  what  you  wanted  (and  we're  to  get  what  we  wanted.) 


A  few  people— about  a  dozen— have  sent  letters  and  postcards  expressing 
their  opinions  about  KPFA  coverage  of  this  summer's  political  conventions.  The 
consensus  seems  to  be  we  should  carry  the  important  speeches  live,  pay  more  at- 
tention to  the  Democrats  than  the  Republicans,  and  spend  as  little  money  as 
possible  on  the  whole  thing.  We'll  probably  be  doing  just  about  what  you  seem 

to  be  asking  for.
